The great trouble with most of us 
that we try to limit the power and 


wisdom of the Creator. We are too 
apt to judge infinity by the finite It 
is impossible for finite mind to fully 
grasp the mind of Him who created 
and controls the universe. But the 
science of astronomy has wonderfully 
broadened our conception of the Cre- 
ator and of life in general. The more 
we study the works of creation the 
closer we come in touch with mind 
of the Creator and the more we see 
how little we know. Isaac Newton

i unexplored continents before me." 


Giordano was burned at the stake 


for teaching that there were many 
inhabited worlds among the stars. Jt 
was thought that ii God had creatures 
in so many worlds throughout bound- 
less space to look after the people of 
the earth could not claim His exclu- 
sive cara. It was simply a case of 
limiting the power and wisdom of the 
creator as some are prone to do yet 
today. 


As to the other planets of the solar 


system we have no assurance that 


I any life exists there. We have some 


reason to believe,, or suppose, that 
there is life on Mars and perhaps on 
Venus, but it would be impossible for 
life, as we know it. to exist on any of 
the other planets in the condition in 
which they are now. 
Millions of 


years hence some of them may be- 
come inhabitable, but that is a long 
way off. 


So far as other planetary systems 


existing throughout the universe, peo- 
pled with intelligent beings is con- 
cerned, we know nothing. No tele- 
scope has yet been constructed pow- 
erful enough to solve the mystery. 
When the new 200 inch telescope is 
completed it may clear up many 
things which aj-e now merely conjec- 
ture, as it will be twice as powerful 
as that on Mount Wilson and will 
enable the astronomer to look out 
four hundred, million light years into 
space. 


If there are other worlds scattered 


throughout the universe, peopled with 
intelligence, why can we not conceive 
of them as perfect beings, such as 
man was intended to be—beings who 
never transgressed the laws of the 
Creator and who never required the 
special redemption necessary for fall- 
en mankind. In my opinion there is 
no reason why we should compare the 
inhabitants of other worlds with our- 
selves, if any such exist. 


Furthermore, we are getting away 


from the idea that heaven is merely 


; a city with golden paved streets where 
we :>hall do nothing but play on a' 


i harp. 
Heaven is broader than the'

lion. were under consideration. 


First, Senator King iDi of Uiah. 


said he would sponsor a bill outlawing 
from interstate commerce all nego- 
tiation in "marginal" buying of se- 
curities. 


Second. Senator Norris (R> of Ne- 


braska, was studying a plan for levy- 
ing a federal tax upon speculative 
loans. 


Seek To Strensrlheii 


Senator Carter Glass (D> of Vir- 


ginia, a former secretary of the treas- 
ury, 
meanwhile 
was 
seeking 
to 


strengthen the Federal Reserve Act. 
Glass has maintained that the law 
itself is sufficient, to control and curb 
speculation and that the fault lay 
in the Federal Reserve Board's fail- 
ure to enforce the law. He may spon- 
sr.- an amendment to make the board 
act. 


The fly in the ointment, so far as 


congressional action is concerned, has 


1 been the impossibility of determining 


in advance just what effect any cor- 
rective legislation would have on the 
nation's finances, it likewise has been 
impossible to learn accurately wheth- 
er, if speculative gambling were curb- 
ed, there would be an improvement 
in the agricultural credit, situation— 
which has been the goal of those 
attacking the speculative markets. 


The bill, which King will sponsor, 


has been introduced several times in 
the past but congress never has acted 
upon it. It would forbid the use of 
the mails, the tranmission. of any 
messages and the transfer 
of 
any 


money across the states lines for mar- 
ginal transactions in securities. 


Would Levy Tax 


The plan Norris is studying would 


levy a tax on all interest payments 
made to any bank above a certain pet- 
cent—say 6 per cent, and prevent a 
higher rate on "call money." xised in 
speculative gambling. 


The Federal Reserve Board mean- 


while has contemplated Just the ex- 
act opposite action. It has considered 
an increase in its rediscount rate— 
the rate of interest charged when it 
rediscounts or takes over loans made 
brokers by member banks, which in 
turn may have" acquired possession 
of the brokers' notes from national 
banks. An increase in the rediscount 
rate however would affect all kinds 
of loans and while curbing brokers' 
loans would likewise work hardship 
upon agriculture and legitimate in- 
dustry. 


The fact though that Norris and 


the Federal Reserve Board should 
consider plans so diametrically op- 
posed—as far apart as the north and 
south polfs—only servies to empha- 
size the uncertainty of legislative re- 
lief.
